The bread is baked in two ovens, | 
one a double decker, which were cor-| 
structed recently, and are the best 
models known to the trade. After 
baking, the bread is placed on racks 
for cooling. 

The next process is wrapping the 
loaves which {s done by a machine 
heated by electricity and the waxed 
paper is quickly folded and sealed. 
The loaf is then ready for delivery 
to the customer in the most sanitary 
condition, 

With the installation of the new| 
moulder, which is the only one 
western Canada, the Wetaskiwin 
City Bakery has been made one of! 
the most complete and convenient | 
bake shops to he found anywhere, 
and Mr. Murray is to be highly com- 
plimented upon his enterprise and in- 
cidentally assisting to keep Wetaski- 
win in the van of progress. 

After the visitors had witnessed 
the interesting demonstrations of 
the various machines, dainty , refresh- 
ments were served in’ the ‘fee cream 
parlor, which has recently been ren- 
ovated and filted up for the season’s 
business.

THE HOG AND 
BACON TRADE 


The year 1925 was a prosperous one 
for hog raising in Canada in spite of 
the fact that the number marketed 
was less than in the previous year. 
There were 2,883,418 hogs marketed 
at stockyards and packing plants as 
compared with 3,166,689 in 1924. The 
decrease was brought about chiefly 
by the heavy liquidation of sows in 
1924, and was more than compensated 
for by a marked improvement in, the 
general quality of the animals offer- 
ed, and by considerably higher aver- 
age prices. According to a review of 
the live stock market and meat trade 
prepared by the Dominion live stock 
branch, average prices ranged up to 
$4.50 per hundredweight higher than 
during the previous year, an increase 
of about $7 per head. This made the 
total revenue from sales much high- 
er than in 1924. In fact the estimated 
value of hogs sold on stockyards, un- 
der federal grading, was $27,010,724 
against $18,777,753 in 1924. 

The export bacon trade with Great 
Britain was very encouraging. Cana- 
dian exporters found a receptive mar- 
ket for their products, and 1,266,861 
land hundredweight of bacon were 
shipped compared with 1,190,249 in 
1924. There was a marked improve- 
ment in quality and the average price 
received was considerably better. It 
is encouraging to know that in 1925 
Canada was the only source of British 
supply to hold or increase sales in 
comparison wth the business of 1924. 

The outlook, too, is bright. Indus- 
trial conditions at home and abroad 
show evidence of further {improve- 
ment. Consumptive demand {s__ in- 
creasing, and it is fairly evident that 
increased production of hogs in this 
country will find a ready and _profit- 
able market.

Incubators of 60,000 egg capacity, 
and brooder houses in keeping with 
the space required for this number 
of chicks are part of the plant which 
it is proposed will be operated at 
Jalgary under cooperative principles, 
at a cost of $35,000 for the plant, with 
1750 shares valued at $20, to raise 
the necessary revenue.

KIWANIS CLUB MET 


AT E. RASMUSON’S 


Address by John Blue on 
Kiwanis objectives, stress- 
ing Cooperation 


On Tuesday evening the Kiwanis 
club had a delightful outing at. the 
commodious home of Kiwanian KE, Rh 
Rasmuson, Crooked Lake, where a 
sumptuous luncheon was — provided. 
Before the gathering sat down, the 
visitors from town had.a social inter- 
course with the farmers assembled 
from that community, and enjoyed 
the beautiful surroundings on the 
bank of Crooked Lake. 

Kiwanian John Blue, secretary of 
the Edmonton Board of Trade, was 
the speaker for the occasion, and. he 
referred to some of the objectives of 
Kiwanis. He prefaced his able ad- 
dress by referring to the wonderful 
crop prospects in central Alberta, as 


he viewed them on the motor trip 
down from Edmonton. He stressed 


one of the objectives of Kiwanis In- 
ternational, which is the prompting 
of a better spirit between the farmm- 
ers of the district and the business 
men of the ceommercial centres. The 
country cannot get along without the 
city, neither can the city get along 
without the country. A flourishing 
city means a flourishing community, 
and the residents in both these areas 
should endeavor to understand the 
problems of both city and district. 
Wetaskiwin, as well as the people 
living in the community, has a duty 
to perform in this regard. 

Another function of the Kiwanis, or 
any service club, is to justify the 
methods and ethics of business men 
in the eyes of the buying public. 
What does the farmer think of the 
business men in Wetaskiwin, and what 
does the business man think of the 
farmer? 

Mr. Blue referred to some of the 
national problems which had arisen 
bincs confederation, .and also. to; tha 
growing tendency of the young peo: 
ple of the communities to move to the 
cities. Commissions, both provineial 
and federal, had been appointed to 
look into different matters, but some 
of the big national probelms hac not 
been touched, Tt was not fair for the 
country to have the burden of educat- 
ing the young people and then have 
them move into the cities. [lt was bet- 
ter to have a predominant country 
life than a predominant city life. 

The farmer must be among the best 
business men in the community. They 
must try to get along. He cannot syn- 
dicate his product, as the manutactur- 
ers do, and sell in a wholesale way. 
Why is the farmer the hardest hit, 
when business conditions are the 
lowest? But the farmer is sometimes 
a bad bargainer, 
sell his grain on a rising market, 

The country needs and 
roads even more than Wetaskiwin 
and Edmonton. Those in the cities 
should make saerifices for those in 
the country if necessary. The boys 
must have the education, and 
stability should be given to the 
teaching profession, so that the best 
men and women will stay in it. 

The country should) have a good, 
vigorous, agricultural press. Cana 
dians should not Jet mattters drift 
along until the farmers get in the 
position of the peasant class,
